The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees.

Claims 11-16, 18, 20, 39 and 40 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine 
of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-20 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,244,701 . Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because the patent claims recite a recording 
medium comprising a base material having a metal film thereon, an embossed pattern 
on its surface, and a transparent ink receiving layer on the surface of the metal film. 
The claims recite that the medium is printed with yellow, magenta and cyan inks. There 
is no additional layer recited as placed over the ink receiving layer so it comprises the 
outermost layer of the medium claimed. The maximum specular glossiness recited by 
the instant claims is considered to be an inherent feature of the article recited by the 
patent claims because due to the similarity in structure. While the instant claims recite 
the metal layer present on the far side of a transparent base, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art in order to provide embossing and the metlal 
layer on either side of a transparent base with the expectation that the same optical 
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properties would be produced. While the patent claims do not recite a transparent 
support, but a generic base material, when read in light of the specification, the base 
material may be transparent as instantly claimed. 

It is noted that this application is a division of Application 08/518,171, which is the 
parent of 08/923,990 from which Patent No. 6,244,701 issued. It is also noted that 
there was a restriction requirement between the claims that generated this case and 
those that resulted in Patent No. 6,244,701. However, based upon the amendments to 
the claims in the instant case, to inclusion of an embossed base material surface, and 
the statement in the Interview Summary attached to the Notice of Allowance for 
Application 08/923,990, that one of the reasons these claims were canceled was the 
absence of a recitation of an embossed surface, rejection for obvious double patenting 
is proper. 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 11-16, 18, 20, 39 and 40 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. All prior grounds of 
rejection have been withdrawn based upon applicants' arguments and amendments.
